BASE BALL NEWS. 


Address From the Brotherhood of Base 
3all Players Defining the Position of the 
Brotherhood Toward the National League 
—A Plain Statement of the Grievances of 
the Players Against the League and the 

Propose’ Remedies. 

New Yor, Nov. 5.—At a session of 
the council of the Base-Ball Brother- 
hood in this city yesterday the only im- 
portant business done was the prepara- 
tion of an address to the public defining 
the position of the brotherhood towards 
the National League. This address is 
as follows: 


At last the Brothehood of Base-Ball Play- 
ers feels at liberty to make known its inten- 
tions and defend itself against the aspersions 
and misreprentations which for weeks it has 
been forced to suffer in silence. It is no 
longer 4 secret that the players of the League 
have determined to play next season under 
different management, but for reasons which 
«think will be understood it was deemed 
advisable to make no announcement of this 
intention until the close of the present sea- 
son. But now that the struggles for the 
Various pennants are over and all the terms 
of contracts expired there is no longer rea- 
son for holding it back. In taking this step 
we feel that we owe it to the public and to 
ourselves to explain briefly some of the rea- 
sons by which we have been moved. 

There was a time when the League stood 
for integrity and fair dealing; to-day it 
stands for dollars and cents. Once it looked 
to the elevation of the game as an honest ex- 
hibition; to-day its eyes are upon the turn- 
stile. Men have come into the business for 
no other motive than to exploit it for every 
dollar in sight. Measures originally intend- 
ed for the good of the game have been per- 
verted into instruments for wrong. The re- 
serve rule and the provisions of the National 
agreement gave the managers unlimited 
power, and they have not hesitated to use it 
inthe most arbitrary and mercenary way. 
Players have been bought, sold and ex- 
changed as though they were sheep instead 
of American citizens, “Reservation” be- 
came with them another name for property 
fightin the player. By acombination among 
themselves stronger than the strongest trust, 
they are able to enforce the most arbitrary 
measure, and the player has cither to submit 
or get out of the profession in whieh he has 
spent years in attaining proficiency. Even 
the disbandment of aclub did not free the 
players froin the despotism of the oetopus’ 
clutch, for they were then peddled out to the 
highest bidder, That the players sometimes 
profited by the transaction has nothing to do 
With the case, but only proves the injustice 
of his previous restraint. 

TWo years ago we met the League and at- 
tempted to remedy some of these evils, but 
through what has been charitably called 





League diplomacy, we completely failed. 
Unwilling longer to submit to such treat- 


ment, Wwe made a strong effort last spring to 
reach an understanding with the League. To 
our application for a hearing they replied 
that the matter was not of suflicient import- 
ance to warrant a meeting, and suggested 
that it be put off until fall. Our committee 
replied that the players felt that the League 
had broken faith with them; that while the 
result might be of little importance to the 
managers, they were of great importance to 
the players. That if the League would not 
concede what was fair, we would adopt 
another means to protect ourselves; that if 
postponed until fall, we would be separated 
and at the merey of the League,and that as 
the only course Jeft us required time and la- 
bor to develop we must therefore insist upon 
an immediate conference. Then upon their 
final refusal to meet us we began organiz- 
ing for ourselves and are now in shape to 
so ahead next year under new management 
and under new auspices, 

We believe that it is possible to conduct 
the National game upon lines which will not 
infringe upon individual and natural rights. 
We ask to be judged solely by our work, and 
believing that the game can be played more 
fairly and its business conducted more intel- 
ligently undera plan which excludes every 
thing arbitrary and un-American, we look 
forward with confidence to the support of 
the public and the future of the National 
yame,

OF BALL PLAYERS. 

To-morrow the first annual meeting of 
the players will be held, at which the 
final disposition of clubs and players 
will be decided upon. Every thing is al- 
ready perfectly arranged, and it is only 
necessary that official sanction be given 
the plan. Itis definitely settled that 
Brotherhood clubs will be placed in all 
the present League cities, excepting 
Indianapolis and Washington, whose 
players will be taken by Brooklyn and 
Buffalo. Itis also settled that Johnny 
Ward will manage the Brooklyn team.

The President So Manipulated the Proc- 
lamations Admitting the Two Dakotas, 
in Signing Them, that Neither He Nor 
Any One Else Can Ever Tell Which was 
Signed First, and Thus They Are Straight 
Twins. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 5.—Efforts have 
been made recently to establish the 
priority of admission into the Union of 
one of the two Dakotas. It now tran- 
spires that no one knows which one was 
admitted first. On Saturday the Presi- 
dent received from the State Depart- 
ment the two proclamations, deficient 
only to the extent of hissignature. The 
question of priority at once came up, 
and it was found to be difficult to de- 
cide. After some debate, the two doc- 
uments, unlooked at. were laid face 
downward on a sheet of paper, and then 
shuffled together. When this stage of 
the game had been reached the procla- 
mations were turned face upward. but 
covered by the sheets of paper on which 
they had been laid. Then the sheets 
were slipped aside until the blank 
spaces for the Presidential signature 
were exposed. The autograph was ap- 
pended to each, the ink allowed to dry, 
the proclamations turned over once more 
and again vigorously shuffled. The two 
Dakotas were admitted to the Union of 
States, and although one of them was 
ahead of the other just the length of 
time it took the President to write his 
name. history will never be able to record

—Simple Dessert.—Put eight crack- 
ers into a deep dish and pour on 
enough boiling water to cover. Let 
them stand till soaked; then grate over 
them nutmeg and white sugar, with 
sweet cream enough to make a nice 
sauce. 

—Salsify (called oyster plant) is 
very hardy and may remain fn the 
ground in the rows through the winter 
without injury. It is not cultivated as 
extensively as it should be, although 
it is one of the best and hardicst veg- 
etables known. 

—The public taste, it is said, is be- 
ing steadily educated to demand fresh 
butter. As a result it each year be- 
comes more difficult to handle held 
summer stock. The farmer who keeps 
abreast with the popular taste is most 
likely to reap the pecuniary benefits 
arising therefrom. 

—Peach trees will sometimes par- 
tially renew themselves if the dead 
limbs and twigs arecut away. In this 
manner a tree may be induced to bear 
a year or two longer, but when the 
tree is old, and the new wood grows 
slowly, it may be of little advantage 
to prolong its existence. 

—-Stockmen who have made obser- 
vations in feeding swine are claiming 
that some of the breeds have lost vigor 
by long-continued feeding of corn as 
an exclusive food. Corn is deficient 
in mineral matter, especially of lime, 
and the use of corn leads to degen- 


eracy. Only by a varied diet can the 
vigor be maintained. Injudicious 


feeding leads to disease and loss. 
—Squashes are injured by a slight 
frost. If frest is feared, gather up 
the squashes carefully, without bruis- 
ing, into a heap, and cover with the 
vines, or, if these are not sufficient, 
use cornstalks. Late squashos, ever 
if quite green, are very good for the 
tabie. On a dry, warm day, take up 
the ripe ones, and store in a warm 


place. <A closet near a chimney keeps 
them well.—American Agriculturist.

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THE WORTHLESS SCRUB. 


Why It Does Not Pay Farmers to Breed 
Animals Without a Pedigreo,. 


The scrub as a scrub ourht to go. 
It may be used for breeding purposes, 
with a pure bred male, but it ought 
not to be permitted to remain as it is. 
We are quite willing to admit that the 
scrub, if treated as pure bred stock is 
treated, would produce much _ better 
results than it does under the ordinary 
treatment to which it is subjected. 
But as a matter of fact it will not pay 
to give the average scrub stock such 
treatment. There is one way to make 
money from stock and only one way. 
That is by keeping good stock. Every 
body who breeds scrub stock loses 
money every day that he lives; and 
this is true even though he succeeds 
in making a profit which in hundreds 
of cases, however, he never does make. 
H[e loses money because with just 
about the same expenditure upon pure 
bred stock or high grades he could 
make three or four times more money 
than he can possibly make with scrub 
stock. Every bo!y who knows any 
thing about the subject knows that 
this is true; and it is more to the in- 
terest of the breeder of poor stock to 
tell him so and convince him of the 
truth of what you tell him, than it is 
to any body else. 

The Rural and Stockman is always 
trying to induce men to purchase 
thoroughbred stock. Except that the 
prosperity of the farming public helps 
us to be prosperous it is of no inter- 
est to us to have a man breed up his 
cattle, horses, sheep or swine, or to 
have him sell his herd of common 
stock and replace it with thorough- 
breds. Our constantly repeated ad- 
vice in this direction may help the 
hreeders, but even they would get rid 
of all their stock if we never said a 
word in favor of blooded stock. It is 
because it is to the interest of the man 
who will take our advice that we keep 
urging people to get better stock. We 
know that if the farmer will do as we 
ask him to do in this regard he will 
make money by it. It will take years 
to accomplish it but the scrub must go. 
In time there will be no earthly use 
for such stock. The meat markets of 
the world will not touch it. It will 
not pay in the dairy and nobody will 
think it will, and the most of it will 
certainly never be kept for ornament. 
For the benefit of its readers, no jour- 
nal should ever give any uncertain 
sound upon a subject of this kind. 
Breed up, should be the watchword 
and no one ever should be foolish 
enough to say or think that the serub 
ein hold its own in the competition 
with the thoroughbreds. It can not 
ile it.

OUTLINE OF ORGANIZATION, 


On Saturday, June 5, 1887, I pub 


published in the Freeman an address 


to my colored fe!low citizens setting 
forth the necessity of s0me compre- 
hensive organization for the mutual 


protection and avancement of the 


race in this country, and suggesting 
that it would be well to organize an 
Afro American League to compass 
the ends set forth in the address. 
From the lakes to the gulf and from 
the mountains to the sea the mater 
has been discussed and rediscussed, 
until as a result we are in a position 
to decide that some simple plan of or- 
ganization is necessary for the guid- 
ance of those who desire to engage 
in the work of organization. 

* * * Itherefore submit the fol- 
lowing plan of erganization: 

CONSTITUTION. 

Sec. 1.—Any person of the age of 
eighteen and upwards (without re- 
gard to race, color or sex) can be- 
come a member of this league by sub- 
scribing to its constitution and by-- 
laws, and by the payment of—-en- 
trance feeanda monthly assessment 
of. 
= Sec. 2.—The objects of this league 
are to protest egainst taxation with- 








lent and insulting conduct of their 
employees in all instances where we 
are concerned, by prosecution of all 
such corpora ions and their employes 


state and federal courts; to labor for 
the reformation of all penal institu. 
tions where ba: barous, cruel and un- 
christian treatment of convicts is 
practiced; and to assist healthy im- 
migration from terror ridden sections 
to other and more law-abiding 
sections. 

Sec. 3.—A genera! tax of $1 per 
annum on all members of this branch 
league shall be levied and covered by 
the treasurer of the National League 
to carry out the objects set forth in 
Section 2. 

Sec 4.—The objects of this league 
shall be conserved by the erection of 
a healthy public opinion, through the 
medium of public meeting and ad- 
dresses, and by appealing to the court 
of law for redress of all denial of le- 
gal and constitutional rights; the 
purpose of this league being to secure 
the ends desired through peaceable 
and lawful methods. 

Sec. 5.—Th:s league is in no sense 
a partisan body, and no man shall be 
debarred from membership therein 
because of his political opinions.

He Believes the Order Has Come to Stay. 
Its Future Brighter Than Ever Before. 
Statistics Which He Desires to Have 
Taken at the Next Census—The Oppres- 
sion of Workingmen. 


Parmapeupuisa, Nov. 8.—Mr. Pow- 
derly says the condition of the Knights 
of Labor is better than it was a year 
ago. 

‘Those who are coming in will stay, 
and the future is brighter than ever be- 
fore. The order of the Knights of La- 
bor has come to stay. It has done ten 
times more good than any other labor 
society that ever existed. 

‘T intend torecommend that pressure 
be brought to bear on congress to in- 
struct the superintendent of census to 
take the indebtedness of the people of 
the country; to tind out how muny own 
their own homes; how many farmers 
operate their own farms; how man 
farms are mortgaged, and who holds 
the mortgages. By this means it can 
be shown, [ believe, that the country is 
owned by less thin 100,009 persons. I 
shall recommend the amending of Arti- 
cle 2 of the decluration of principles to 
read ‘that all lands shall be taxed to 
their full rental vel:e.’ 

The Eight-Hour Question.

FUEL FROM COAL DUST. 


An Invention by Which Millions Will 
Probably Be Saved. 

Puinapeupnuta, Nov. 8.—The Reading 
railroad officials, headed by President 
Corbin and accompanied by a represent- 
ative of the United Press, visited the 
Ae coal plant at Mahonoy City 
Wednesday to inspect a new process of 
making fuel from coal dust. Hereto- 
fore about one-seventh of the product of 
the coal mines has been lost in dust. It 
is now {intended to utilize the dust 
by making it into bricketts that will 
burn like Saad coal except that there is 
no clinkers and the brickett burns to 
ashes. 

The new process consists of the coal 
dust being evenly distributed with one- 
tenth per cent. of pitch. ‘This, by an 
ingenious contrivance. is pressed with 

reat muchines into large cakes, steam 

eing used to soften the mass, so hard 
does it become that it possesses the 
same power of resistance as coal, or in 
other words, 1:00 pounds of coal-dust 
pressed will last as long as the same 
amount of hard coal. 

A ——— of thirty-five tons is 
brought to bear on each brickett. There 
are two presses in Operation now, and, 
when run to their full capacity, will 
turn out about 500 tons of the bricketts 
in twenty-four hours. The bricketts 
take up 25 per cent. less space than or- 
dinary coal, and, in consequence, an 
engine can be loaded to go one-fourth 
further without replenishing the supply 
of fuel. 

All the officials express themselves 
very much gratified by the new process 
and expect the company will be eaabled 
to save from $35,000 to $40,000 per year 
by the use of the fuel. 

Mr. C. M. Jacobs, an expert in fuel 
making, has been brought from Eng- 
land to superintend the works. A com- 
pany has been formed with Austin 
Corbin as president for manufacturing 
this fuel, and it is intended to place it 
on the market for a lower price than is 
now paid for coal.

THE NEW GENERATION, 








The Revolution in the Principles of Gov- 
ermmeut Being Brought About by 
Women of the Day. 

Could an American statesman of a 
century ago come back to life, the 
thing that would amaze him most 
would not be, I suspect, says a writer 
in Harper's Bazar, the existence of 
e ectric lights and of phonographs, for 
these would lie outside of the sphere of 
public life, which would be our supposed 
Rip Van Winkle’s chief concern. Nor 
would it even be, within his own do- 
main, the Australian ballot law, or 
civil service reform, or the efforts of a 
great nation to get rid of its surplus 
money. It would be the spectacle of a 
strange alteration in the very basis of 
government; it would be the fact that 
in organizing five new States, each of 
vast area and unknown resources, a 
large part of the timeof the organizing 
body has been devoted to deciding 
whether men alone, or women also, 
should become voters in these new- 
born commonwealths. Nay, his chief 
wonder would lie in the fact that the 
final debate in each case did not turn 
on the question ‘‘whether,” but rather 
on the question “how far;’ since all 
five States have finally made women 
voters about something. Idaho has 
given them school suffrage by its con- 
stitution; so have North and South 
Dakota; while in Montana those women 
who pay taxes will vote on all ques- 
tions submitted to the vote of taxpay- 
ers. Moreover, in two of these States 
(Washington and South Dakota) the 
question of giving women full suifrage 
is hereafter to be put to vote, and on 
this question women already qualified 
as voters for any purpose can also vote. 
We hereabouts tuke all these things 
very quietly, because we have come to 
theim by degrees. But were some Rip 
Van Winkle of a deceased statesman 
to open his eyes upon them suddenly, 
he would justly pronounce them to in- 
volve a more deeply rooted change than 
any Australian ballot law, while the 
longest train of electric cars could not 
be so much as named in comparison. 

He could only end in accepting Vic- 
tor Hugo's high-sounding phrase that 
this is—rightly or wrongly—the wom- 
an's century. All the traditions about 
the sphere of the two sexes, as being | 
something unchangeable and eternal, 
must fail before, this simple fact 
A local experiment, as in Massachu- 
setts, or Kansas, or Wyoming, proves 
very little, it may be urged. But the 
founding of five new States by popular 
action, communities drawn together 
from ail quarters of the glole, is not | 
only an extraordinary demonstration in 
self-government, but offers, as it were, 
a cross section of current American 
thought on governmeut principles. 
That in five different Constitutional 
Conventions, acting not merely inde- 
pendently, but with an almost jealous 
degree of mutual independence, the uni- 
form outcome should be some form of 
woman suffrage, brings with it irresis- 
tible inferences. For good or for evil, 
itis an advance along the whole line; 
it isone of those revolutions which do 
not turn back. It is alsoa revolution 
based, like most American steps, not 
merely on facts, but on principles. ‘T'o 
some extent is a step in the dark; 
that is, we do not know in detail what 
the result will be, whether 
or on men; it is the result of an uncon- 
scious evolution which has brought 
these masses of men so far. It is not 
usually very easy to extend the suf- 
frage, because this calls on a privileged 
class to give up power. Yet in each of 
these five prospective Commonwealths 
the hitherto governing class has to 
some extent—no matter to what extent— 
done just that thing. No matter, again, 
what was the motive—whether impulse 
or logic, or persuasion—the concession 
has been made That this has been 
done in every one of the five different 
States virtually settle the prevailing 
course of all our future natural de- 
velopment. 

‘That the result is to be of immediate, 
invariable, and unmixed good, I do not, 
for one, believe. If it were, it would 
be unlike the result of all previous ex- 
tensions of the suffrage. Every newly 
enfranchised class needs to learn its 
work, to get control of its weapons, 
and this usually involves some cut fin- 
gers. Women are not so unlike men 
as to be free from all the perils and 
weaknesses of men, and they may even 
have some of their own. Men have, in 
many years of voting, partially attained 
to what the once famous jurist, The- 
ophilus Parsons, called an ‘acquired 
intelligence’ on many practical mat- 
ters, which women, as a class, have yet 
to gain. Men have also learned how 
to get on with one another politically, 
even under apparent differences, and to 
acquiesce with amazing equanimity in 
the results of election day. They are, I 
suspect, a little more patient of public 
evils than women, and a little less an- 
cient -in expectation. On the other 
hand, this very habit of moderation 
has its dangers, and there are many 
households which would go to pieces 
had not the wife more decision, at least 
in erdering the chickens out of the 
cooryard, than her easy-going husband. 
‘This strong quality again has its dan- 
gers, and the chickens sometimes yield, 
not so much to persuasive and angelic 
qualities as to a certain shrillness of 
voice which does not make the in-door 
hearth very tempting to others than 
chickens. What with the fear that 
women will prove too weak, and the 
yet more anxious fear lest they turn 
out too strong, there are doubtless

is that, whatever we may think about 
it, and whether we prove it or not, the 
action is taken. When we look at the

pose it. A political tendency which 
five new State constitutional conven- 
tions have recognized can osrtainly not 
be ignored, even if not one of tem has 
put it in any final and complete shape. 
A generation of women who grow «gp to 
gee their own sex admitted to colleyes 
and voting for school officials can never 
look at life precisely as their grand- 
mothers did, for whom such a state of 
things would have been inconccivabia 
Before us stands that new generation, 
and we have got, with or without our 
own approval, to make way for the 
coming woman.

Whenever the claim of women for 
equal rights or privileges has been con- 
ceded, the result has shown the wisdoin 
of the concession.

| easy for the society to accept womenas 
members any more than it had been 
that they should be recognized as doce 
tors. On both these points there is 
now only one opinion, and the press 
generally states it. Take this example 
from the Boston Transcript:
